Chicago Teachers Still on Strike 


Union delegates want 
more time to review 
proposed settlement 


Chicago 

The Chicago teachers union decid- 
ed Sunday to continue its weeklong 
strike, extending an acrimonious 
standoff with Mayor Rahm Emanuel 
over teacher evaluations and job secu- 
rity provisions central to the debate 
over the future of public education 
across the United States. 

Union delegates declined to for- 
mally vote on a proposed contract 
settlement worked out over the week- 
end with officials from the nation’s 
third-largest school district. Schools 
will remain closed Monday. 

Union president Karen Lewis 
said teachers want the opportunity 
to continue to discuss the offer that 
is on the table. 

“Our members are not happy,” 
Lewis said. “They want to know if 
there is anything more they can get.” 
She said the union’s delegates will meet 
again Tuesday, and the soonest classes 
are likely to resume is Wednesday. 

“We felt more comfortable being 
able to take back what’s on the table 
and let our constituents look at it and 
digest it,” said Dean Refakes, a phys- 
ical education teacher at Gompers 
Elementary School and a delegate. 
“We can have a much better deci-

Political Implications 

The Chicago teachers strike carries political 
implications, too, raising the risk of a protracted 
labor battle in President Barack Obama’s hometown 
at the height of the fall campaign, with a prominent 
Democratic mayor and Obama’s former chief of 
staff, at left, squarely in the middle. Mayor Rahm 
Emanuel’s forceful demands for reform had angered 
the teachers last year as the cash-strapped city 
began bargaining with a number of unions, (ap) 


Backstory 

The teachers strike, the first in Chi- 
cago in 25 years, canceled classes 
Sept. 10 for 350,000 students who just 
returned from summer vacation and 
forced tens of thousands of parents to 
find alternatives for idle children, includ- 
ing many whose neighborhoods have 
been wracked by gang violence in recent 
months. The walkout was the first for a 
major American city in at least six years. 
It drew national attention because it 
posed a high-profile test for teachers 
unions, which have seen their political 
influence threatened by a growing re- 
form movement, (ap) 


sion come Tuesday.” 

When the two sides met at the 
bargaining table, money was only 
part of the problem. With an average 
salary of $76,000, Chicago teachers 
are among the highest-paid in the 
nation. After weeks of talks, the dis- 
trict proposed a 16 percent raise over 
four years, including bumps for expe- 
rience and education. But the eval- 
uations and job security measures 
stirred the most intense debate. 

The union said the evaluation 
system was unfair because it relied 
too heavily on test scores and did not 
take into account outside factors that 
affect student performance such as 
poverty, violence and homelessness.

U.S. Deeply Divided on Election 


Polls show wide gap 
between preferenee 
and prediction 


Washington 

National polling suggests that the 
American public is deeply divided 
about whom it wants to be the next 
president of the United States. 

In a Washington Post-ABC 
News survey released last week 
President Barack Obama led Mitt 
Romney by 49 percent to 48 per- 
cent among likely voters. A New 
YorkTimes-CBS News poll released 
around the same time put Obama at 
49 percent to Romney’s 46 percent 
among those most likely to vote. 

But if likely voters are almost 
evenly split on who should occu- 
py 1600 Pennsylvania Ave. in Jan- 
uary, they are far less indecisive 
on who they think will be the next 
president. 

Fifty-nine percent of regis- 
tered voters in a Post-ABC poll 
in late August said they thought 
Obama would win, while 34 per- 
cent chose Romney, even as the 
head-to-head vote in that poll stood

at 47 percent for Romney and 46 
percent for Obama among regis- 
tered voters. 

The story was the same in early 
July when a Post-ABC poll found 
the two candidates tied at 47 per- 
cent among registered voters in 
the horse race but Obama leading 
by 58 percent to 34 percent on the 
question of who will win. 

What explains the wide gap 
between the candidate voters want 
to win and the one they think will 
win? One theory is that people tend 
to struggle to imagine someone 


other than the current occupant 
of the White House as the presi- 
dent until he, well, isn’t anymore 
— even if they don’t like him or 
don’t plan to vote for him. 

But large numbers of people say- 
ing your candidate is going to win is 
not a good thing, said Ed Goeas, a 
longtime Republican pollster. 

“It allows other things in a 
person’s busy day to become 
more important because their 
candidate is going to win any- 
way,” he said, chris cillizza

CDC: U.S. Kids Eat Too Much Salt 


Chicago 

American children eat as much salt 
as adults — about 1,000 milligrams 
too much, or the same amount as 
in just one Big Mac. Extra salt is 
linked with higher blood pres- 
sure, even in kids, but government 
research says those who are over- 
weight and obese may be most vul- 
nerable to its effects. 

The new findings from the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention were to be published online 
Monday in the journal Pediatrics. 

Previous research has shown 
similar results in adults, but stud- 
ies on salt, weight and blood pres- 
sure are scarce in children. 

The CDC researchers looked 
at data on 6,200 kids aged 8 to 18 
involved in 2003-08 national health

The average amount of sodium, in 
milligrams, that U.S. children ate 
daily, according to a study by the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. The recommended 
daily intake of sodium is 2,300 mil- 
ligrams, (ap) 


surveys. The children were asked 
twice over several days to detail 
all foods they’d eaten the previous 
day; the researchers calculated salt 
intake from their answers. 

CDC researcher Quanhe Yang 
says it’s unclear why heavier kids 
would be more sensitive to salt, 
but it could be because of obe- 
sity-related hormone changes.

As protests continue,

Cairo 

After days of anti-American tur- 
moil in the Muslim world, govern- 
ments on Sunday looked ahead to 
a week of trying to make an uneasy 
compromise between the anger of 
their citizens and their desire to 
convince the United States of their 
goodwill. 

But U.S. diplomatic outposts 
remained under threat. In Pak- 
istan, at least one protester was 
killed and 18 were injured Sun- 
day as hundreds of people broke 
through a barricade in a march to 
the U.S. Consulate in Karachi, and 
thousands more rallied in Lahore, 
where American flags were burned, 
the Associated Press reported. 

In Cairo, the U.S. Embassy 
returned to full staffing Sunday, a 
spokesman said, for the first time 
since Tuesday protests against an 
anti-Islam movie made in the Unit- 
ed States sparked turmoil across 


the Muslim world. But the Ameri- 
can diplomatic presence remained 
reduced elsewhere in the region, 
meaning there were fewer routes to 
repair relations even as they came 
under the most strain since the 
wave of democratic change caused 
last year by the Arab Spring. 

In Tunisia, where addition- 
al security has been deployed to 
protect the embassy after Friday’s 


attack, the Saturday decision to 
withdraw nonessential U.S. embas- 
sy staff from the mission there 
appeared to jar Tunisian officials, 
who have marketed the country as 
a model of democratic transforma- 
tion after the peaceful toppling last 
year of longtime president Zine El 
Abidine Ben Ali. 

Hedi Ben Abbas, a foreign affairs 
minister, said Friday’s demonstra- 


tion was a failure for Tunisia, and 
he said the unrest was triggered 
by religious fervor, not anti-Amer- 
ican anger. 

“The United States should trust 
us again,” he said. 

But Hezbollah leader Sheik Has- 
san Nasrallah called for continued 
protests at U.S. embassies to “express 
our anger” and to urge leaders to act.

Surge in assaults 
highlights failings 
in Afghan security 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

Afghan police killed four Amer- 
ican soldiers coming to their aid 
after a checkpoint attack Sunday, 
the third “insider” assault by gov- 
ernment forces or insurgents dis- 
guised in military uniforms in as 
many days. 

The escalating violence has 
strained the military partnership 
between Kabul and NATO as the 
U.S. begins to withdraw thousands 
of troops sent three years ago to 
route the Taliban from southern 
strongholds. 

The surge in insider attacks is 
a sign of how security has deteri- 
orated as NATO prepares its mili- 
tary exit from Afghanistan by the 
end of 2014. The U.S. is days away 
from completing the first stage of 
its own drawdown, withdrawing

33,000 troops who were part of the 
surge three years ago. About 68,000 
U.S. troops will remain at the end 
of September. 

NATO and U.S. forces are work- 
ing with the Afghan government 
to tighten vetting procedures and 
increase security between the forc- 
es, but nothing has so far been able 
to stem the attacks on troops, which 
NATO frequently asserts are stand- 
ing “shoulder by shoulder.” 

The latest deaths make at least 
247 American troops killed in 
Afghanistan this year. Nearly 2,000 
American troops have been killed in 
the conflict since the 2001 invasion.

NoMa to Get $490K to Plan Parks 


Mayor says he wants 
D.C. to be greenest 
major city in the U.S. 

Washington 

Developers and planners of the Dis- 
trict’s NoMa neighborhood behind 
Union Station are enjoying an 
incredible wave of construction but 
have long wrung their hands over 
the area’s lack of green space. 

Officials from the District gov- 
ernment and the NoMa Business 
Improvement District have looked 
for ways to accumulate enough land 
to build a large central park. But 
with so much of the neighborhood 


already pegged for development, 
the bid’s new president, Robin- 
Eve Jasper, decided to push for a 
network of smaller places for pub- 
lic gatherings, dog walks, relax- 
ation, playgrounds and limited 
recreation. 

Now Mayor Vincent Gray, a 
Democrat, has endorsed that vision 
with $490,000 in planning dollars. 
In a statement issued by the BID, 
the mayor said he wanted the Dis- 
trict to be the greenest major city 
in the country. 

“Developing parks and open 
space in NoMa, a neighborhood 
whose growing population of res- 
idents, employees, and neighbors 
currently lack dedicated recreation-

al amenities, is an important step in 
achieving that vision,” he said. 

In an interview, Jasper said the 
money would set the stage for a net- 


work of walking trails and small, 
urban parks serving a variety of 
functions throughout the neigh- 
borhood. 

“Basically what we came up 
with was a plan that addressed all 
of those different needs in places 
in the neighborhood but not all in 
one place,” she said. 

Jasper said it was critical to 
begin the process, because with 
all the development happening in 
NoMa, private landowners need- 
ed to know where and how parks 
would be located to make sure 
they could build projects that 
interact with — and sometimes 
set aside land for — public space.

The first automobile accident in U.S. history is said to have been recorded 
in New York in 1896 when a car coLLided with a bicycLe. There were fewer 
bicycles then — the invention was about 25 years old — and a heckuva Lot 
fewer cars, so it’s hard to imagine how the two managed to coLLide. But it 
didn’t end there. There are now 250 miLLion registered vehicles on U.S. roads. 
Americans are buying almost 16 miLLion bikes a year. About 700 people a year 
die in bike accidents, and 45,000 are injured. But riders and drivers can coexist 

in peace. Here are some tips on how to do so. ashley halsey m (the Washington POST) 



6 Tilings Every Driver Should Know 
About Sharing the Road with Cyclists: 

a You look for pedestrians when you’re making a 
turn, right? Why not take a couple of seconds longer to 
look for a cyclist? The rider has the right of way if he’s 
going straight and you’re turning right, 
a The bike lane serves a purpose, and it isn’t for 
you to park in, even for "just a couple of seconds.’’ 
When you do that, cyclists have to swerve into traffic 
lanes — lanes in which drivers don’t expect them 
because there is, after all, a bike lane, 
a You may never feel more powerful than when 
your foot’s on the gas pedal, but if you are at fault in a 
collision with a cyclist — even if you just “brush" 
against the biker — you might lose your driver’s license 
for a while and your private auto insurance forever. You 
could be looking at criminal charges, too. 
» Riders go through stop signs. It’s illegal, and 
it can be annoying if they do it cavalierly. Other 
cyclists slow down, look both ways and then roll 
through. Usually it’s because their shoes are 
mechanically attached to the pedal. Yes, they can 
clip out, but they opt not to. 
» Don’t count on a cyclist to hear your car coming 
from behind. A rider is hearing a lot more noise than 
you are inside the car with the windows rolled up. And 
some foolishly listen to music while they ride. 

But don’t lean on the horn. 
w Wonder why that bike rider stays 5 feet away 
from the row of parked cars as you’re trying to 
navigate a narrow street? Cyclists call it being 
“doored." If someone swings open the door of a 
parked car, the cyclist who is too close goes down. 


6 Things Every Cyclist Should Know 
About Sharing the Road with Drivers: 

» Don’t be a cowboy on a bike. If you’re an end-of- 
the-alphabet generation - maybe not X, but Y or Z — 
you might feel immortal and free to ride with the 
panache of a bike messenger. But inconsistent risk- 
taking as you zip through traffic puts more-mortal 
riders at peril, because it makes drivers jittery and 
annoyed whenever they see someone on two wheels. 
m Music may be your life, it may be the grease with 
which you glide from day to day, but it also may be 
your death when those earbuds drown out that 
delivery van. No, listening to music with one ear and 
for traffic with the other is not acceptable. 

» Don’t shoot up the gutter side when cars are 
stopped at a light. Most cyclists do it, but it’s dumb and 
dangerous. It also doesn’t save a whole bunch of time. 
If the light changes and traffic starts moving, the 
driver you’ve just pulled next to may be oblivious and 
cut you off with a turn. 

» Don’t cut up between two rows of cars stopped at 
a light. You can end up in a heap of trouble if traffic 
suddenly starts rolling at 40 mph. The seconds you 
save aren’t worth the risk. 

» Take the lane when you stop at a light or for a 
stop sign. Hugging the curb invites a car or truck to 
snug up against you, and that can be trouble when you 
both roll forward. The right hook — when a driver turns 
right and hits a cyclist who is going straight — is one of 
the most common crashes. Take charge of the right 
lane and pull off to the side after the light turns green. 
» Wear a helmet. You’re foolish if you don’t, and brain 
damage won’t make you any smarter.

As lockout threatens season, NHL is back in familiar territory

Pro Hockey 

The NHL is getting pretty good at 
this: For the third time in less than 
20 years, the league has locked out 
its players. The action came after 
Saturday’s 11:59 p.m. deadline 
passed without a new collective 
bargaining agreement in place. 

The lockout has prompted spec- 
ulation that a delayed 2012-13 hock- 
ey season could begin on Thanks- 
giving or with the league’s annual 
Winter Classic on New Year’s Day. 
Whatever the case, training camp, 
which was set to begin throughout 
the league Friday, will be the first 
casualty of the work stoppage. 

“This is a time of year for all 
attention to be focused on the ice, not 
on a meeting room,” the NHL said 
in a statement Sunday. “The league, 
the clubs and the players all have a 
stake in resolving our bargaining 
issues appropriately and getting the 
puck dropped as soon as possible. 
We owe it to each other, to the game 
and, most of all, to the fans.” 


Backstory 

For the third time in less than two years, a professional sports league is ensnared in a work stoppage after the 
National Hockey League locked out its players after Saturday’s midnight deadline. A look at other sports leagues: 


National Basketball 
Association 

SIGNED LABOR AGREEMENT IN 2011 FOR 
10 YEARS The last lockout ran from 
July 1 to Dec. 8, 2011, and wiped out 
training camps and nine weeks of the 
regular season. Teams’ schedules 
were reduced from 82 to 66 games. 


National Football League 

SIGNED LABOR AGREEMENT IN 2011 FOR 
10 YEARS The last lockout ran from 
March 11 to July 25, 2011, and wiped 
out the full f ree-agent signing period, 
organized team activities, training 
camps and the Hall of Fame game. 

The new agreement was put in place 
in time for a modified signing period, 
shortened camps and a full season.

and wiped outthe remainder of the 
1994 regular season and all of the 
postseason.

The core issue, as always, is 
money — how to split a $3.3 billion 
pot of revenue. The owners want to 
decrease the percentage that goes 
to players, while the union wants 
a guarantee that players annually 
get at least the $1.8 billion in sal- 
aries paid out last season. 

The lockout also marks the 
fourth shutdown for the NHL since 
1992, including a yearlong dispute 
that forced the cancellation of the 
entire 2004-05 season when the 


league successfully held out for a 
salary cap. 

With training camp gone, next 
in line for cancellation are pre- 
season games (which were set to 
start next week) and the beginning 
of the regular season Oct. 11 (the 
Capitals were scheduled to open 
their season the following day). 

With the chance for a time- 
ly start to the NHL season all but 
lost, some Capitals will scatter the 
globe. Alex Ovechkin said he would

play in Russia’s Kontinental Hockey 
League, while others, such as Nick- 
las Backstrom, Marcus Johansson 
and Michal Neuvirth, will likely 
join him in Europe. 

Meanwhile, coach Adam Oates 
said he is frustrated that his first 
season behind the bench will be 
delayed. “Obviously, I want to start 
coaching,” he said Friday. 

That could be a while. When 
asked Friday if the players would 
sacrifice an entire season to get 
the deal they want. Brooks Laich 
didn’t downplay the notion. 

“If that’s what it means,” Laich 
said. “We believe in our cause and 
our leadership, and I believe we are 
more unified this time and ready for

Boo’ Backlash 


Critics question the 
way the TLC series 
depicts Southern Life 

Television 

“Here Comes Honey Boo Boo” has 
been a ratings winner in recent 
weeks, capitalizing on redneck ste- 
reotypes and the oversize person- 
ality of a 6-year-old beauty pageant 
regular. But some who live nearby 
are concerned about the way their 
quiet pocket of Georgia is being por- 
trayed on the TLC series. 

The show centers on Alana 
“Honey Boo Boo” Thompson; 
her mother, June Shannon; and 
their family. The round-cheeked 
second-grader, who turned 7 last 
month, has a penchant for out- 
rageous catchphrases — “A dolla 
makes me holla!” and “You bet- 
ter redneckognize!” — that have 
gone viral. 

As the show attracts healthy 
audiences for a TLC series — 
2 to 3 million weekly — it also 
has drawn strong reactions. 
Some say it exploits and mocks 
small-town people and perpetu- 
ates offensive stereotypes. Oth- 
ers criticize the parenting. Still 
others insist the series shows a 
loving family that doesn’t let out- 
side opinions bother them. 

“This is who she is,” Shannon 
said of her daughter. “This is her 
everyday life. She’s got her own lit- 
tle personality, especially like when 
the cameras come on and when she’s 
got attention.”

Wilkinson County Chamber of 
Commerce President Jonathan Jack- 
son feels the show has portrayed the 
family’s hometown, McIntyre, Ga., 
unfairly, choosing to fixate on shots 
of junk cars, garbage dumps and 
stray animals. “You can’t very well 
ask and expect a television network 
to possess tact and taste — unless it 
makes them a dollar,” he said. 

Among the more than two dozen 
locals approached by AP, the most 
common reaction to the series was 
that, for better or worse, it has “put 
McIntyre on the map.” Many said 
they enjoy the show, though most 
didn’t think it represents the way 
most people in the area live. 

“It bothers me a little that people 
might think that that’s what every- 
one here is like,” said Anita McCa- 
hee, who owns a flower and gift shop 
near the family’s home. “It’s like we 
all don’t have any manners.” 

Executive producer Lauren Lex- 
ton rejects accusations that the show 
is exploiting the family or playing 
on stereotypes. The show has been 
so popular, she said, because the 
family members clearly love one 
another and strike a chord with 
the audience. 

The show’s one-hour season fina- 
le airs Sept. 26, and TLC won’t yet 
say if it’s doing a second season. 

“Life is all about experienc- 
es,” Shannon said, “and this is 
one of the experiences on the jour- 
ney of life, and if it continues, fine, 
and if it doesn’t, then we move on 
to be the same people we were 
before the show even started.”

Bill Murray stiLL Loves 
comedy — he just 
needs the right role 

Film 

Bill Murray, an actor famous for his 
elusiveness, surprised journalists 
and movie buffs when he showed 
up at the Toronto International Film 
Festival for the premiere of “Hyde 
Park on the Hudson,” in which he 
portrays Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Murray may not seem like the 
obvious choice to play Roosevelt. 
But director Roger Michell insists 
that Murray was his first choice 
to play the Depression-era presi- 
dent in the movie, largely because 
of the enormous goodwill Murray 
has with the audience. 

“The only actor I could see 
making the film work was Bill,” 
Michell said. “Because there’s some- 
thing forgivable about Bill. There’s 
something mischievous about Bill. 
There’s something ineffably charm- 


ing about Bill.” 

In an interview just before “Hyde 
Park on the Hudson” made its gala 
debut, Murray admitted that he saw 
Michell’s point in casting him.

“I remember someone saying to 
me a long time ago, ‘Bill there’s a lot 
of goodwill out there for you.’ And 
that was when I was a young man,” 
Murray said. “I thought. Wow, that’s 
an unusual thing for someone to say 
to a young person.’ And I realized 
back then it was especially for the 
comedies. People really appreciate 
comedies. They admire the drama, 
but they love the comedy. When peo- 
ple see me, it’s amazing — they light 
up. [It’s] like, hey, that guy made me 


laugh; he’s OK.” 

Even though Murray has been 
shooting down rumors of appear- 
ing in “Ghostbusters III,” having 
earned a new reputation over the 
past decade as a serious dramat- 
ic actor, he said he wants to return 
to comedy one day. It just has to be 
the right one, “a comedy that real- 


ly has just bells and whistles and 
fireworks and everything.” 

Murray would also like to try 
his hand at the Shakespeare com- 
edies. “I’d really like to kill one 
of those,” he said. “If they ever 
put some funny people in those 
things, boy, they’d be funny.”

“Revolution.” Set 15 years 
after a mysterious and permanent 
power blackout, “Revolution” is both 
epic in scope and laughable in exe- 
cution — often at the same time. 

“Revolution” uses extensive spe- 
cial effects to depict a ruined world 
not unlike the old History Channel 
series “Life After People.” Nine- 
teenth-century villages, complete 
with small farms and pens for live- 
stock, sprout up outside once-posh 
gated communities. Government, for 
what it’s worth, has been reduced 
to warlordism. 

Weapons and ammo are in short 
supply. Instead, everybody has 
learned how to craft pre-industrial 
weapons, such as crossbows. 

“Revolution” is dominated by 


spunky teens, most notably Char- 
lie Matheson (Tracy Spiridakos) and 
her brother, Danny (Graham Rog- 
ers). When the asthmatic Danny 
falls into the hands of bad guys, 
Charlie makes for Chicago in search 
of her near-mythical Uncle Miles 
(Billy Burke), who resides in a dec- 
adent Windy City saloon. 

If Charlie is the heart of the show. 
Miles provides the martial arts der- 
ring-do, fighting off bad guys with a 


balletic flair that recalls both Errol 
Flynn and Bruce Lee. 

At its heart, “Revolution” is a 
mystery. Who turned out the lights? 
Why? Does anybody have the power 
to turn them back on? Unfortunate- 
ly, some of its mystery is shrouded in 
magic. There’s a lot of preposterous 
nonsense about “Revolution,” but 
the show really begins to fall apart 
when charmed amulets show up.
